Atlantic, encouraging free trade 
behind their tariff perimeters 
but deterring the expansion of trade 
between the two great masses.

Improvements 


Last.year Mr. Laing announced a new 
program, discussed at the time on this 
page, for the construction of 12,000 
homes in Indian communities. By year- 
end 1,750 had. been completed, which 
suggests that the effort had been pressed 
with considerable vigor, . 

“At the same time complete water and 
sewage systems were installed on no less 
than 160 reserves. This is also a 
substantia! achievement. 

In the same period 3,200 Indian homes 
were provided with eleetrie light. -Most 
of us, fortunately, take electricity for 
granted and we may, accordingly, have 
difficulty in appreciating what it means 
to people who have lived without it all 
their lives. 

Over 50.per.cent of Indian. children 
are now attending integrated schools, 
with the federal government bearing the 
full cost to municipalities. As was 
pointed out by a talented Iroquois youth 
on the Sunday program, some of the 
teachers may be. less than inspired. 
Some in fact may be stupid. Human 
frailty is not unknown even in our most 
expensive city schools.

From. the department's budget, -it 
would not appear that Mr. Laing-and his 
advisers think exclusively in brick and 
mortar terms.

Such facts, although readily available 
to the .producers of Sunday, are.

DDRESSING Congress last Tuesday 
the President appeared as a sad 
and compassionate man who, having 
taken his stand in Vietnam, was 
determined . to per- 
sist, no matter what 
the cost.

Other competent observers, who 
take a grimmer view of the istrength of 
the rebellion and of the weakness of the 
Saigon regime believe that if in fact 
South Vietnam is to. be pacified, the task 
will have to be performed by the United 
States. 

If they are right, then the President 
is going to have to make new and 
tremendous decisions. He will not be 
able, as he implied in his address to 
Congress, just to grit his teeth and 
persist in what he is doing. He will have 
to decide whether to conquer and occupy 
the whole of South Vietnam ~. not 
merely to repel the military intruders 
from the north, but to suppress the 
rebellion in the south, and then to run 
the country until a new. South Viet- 
namese society can be put together. 


Imperialism 
To commit ourselves to this task 


would be, however disagreeable the old 
words sound; to. become an imperialist 
power on the Asian continent. Unhappily, 


the record of Lyndon Johnson since his~ 


election ! gives little reason for hoping 


that he will not take this path. Just as in 
1965 he transformed the Eisenhower- 
Kennedy intervention to assist indigenous 
forces into an American war, so in 1967 
he will, if he runs true’to form, enlarge 
the scope and: the ; objectives of the 
American,forces. He Will argue_sadly 
that there is.no alternative to doing this, 
that to honor his pledges and his 
promises he must do this, and to justify 
the sacrifices of the American dead he 
‘will move towards the conquest and 
occupation and ‘the clearing .-and the 


\zeconstruction of the whole territory of 


South Vietnam. 

This, ¥ believe, is the dread possibi'ity 
hefore it. “Tt includes, but it transcends 
the much debated question of whether to 
attack Hanoi and Haiphong in order to 
“win. the war by knocking out North 
Vietnam. If the President enters upon 
the imperialist course, which is what he 
is being hard pressed to do, the war will 
‘widen and no one will see the limit. 

Moreover, to conquer and occupy and 
pacify the whole of South Vietnam would 
require, on a conservative estimate, a 
million American troops-for an indefinite 


-Ridgway strategy, 


time. Disregarding what this.would do to 
the American nation here at home, it 
would mean the increasing isolation of 
the United States because we would be 
regarded as a threat to the peace of the 
world. It would mean also spreading 
disorder in the borderlands of China 
where the United States military and 
economic power is now dominant. For it 
is inconceivable that we shall not 
encoumer a swelling resistance in all the 
continents if we advance towards a self- 
appointed imperial destiny in Asia. 

Is there no alternative which is 
consistent with our interests and our 
honor? There is. The prospective night- 
mare I have been describing arises from 
the current military situation — even 
though our organized forces are success- 
ful, the Vietnamese rebellion continues. 
We are at a point where, though the big 
organized forces are stalemated, there is 
almost no progress in subduing the 
activity of the guerrillas. The alternative 
to the imperialist course is to stand fast 
and be ready to negotiate. Instead of 
conquering and occupying the whole 
country, we would make secure the 
positions we now hold, and would then 
encourage the Vietnamese to work out, or 
to fight out, their destiny. 

This .is,- of .course, the central 
principle of what is known as the Gavin-

For one thing, there is no longer any 
doubt. that it is a practicable strategy.

commitment to take, ene which might 
well prove to be an impossible commit- 
ment. Third, the junta. of. northern 
generals around General Ky, almost all 
of whom are veterans: of the French 
army in its war against the Vietnamese 
people, are quite incapable of becoming 
leaders of the Vietnamese nation. 

These adventurers from the north 
eannot win the confidence of the people 
of thé south.

The ‘Cult of Brotherhood’ 


In the Labor Movement

Labor unions are most unhappy about 
outside comment and scrutiny and hostile 
towards outside interference. The cult of 
brotherhood. and the sense of isolation and 


elienation have been rein- 
forced in recent years by 
five developments. 

The first of these was 
the investigation by Justice 
Tritschler into the Brandon 
Packers strike. Justice 
Tritschler was scathing in 
his treatment of both man- 

“agement and the union — 
the United Packinghous®, 
Food and Allied Workers. 
His strictures upon man- 


agement appeared to be fully. justified by the 
evidence, But his severe censuring of the union 
and of Fred-Dowing, its Canadian director, 
seemed to be almost totally. unwarranted. 
Labor resented this at the time and still 
resents it. In addition the Justice's admonish- 
ments to the Packinghouse 
Workers and 
generally on wage deter- 
mination, were a farrago 


of nonsense.

My 
guide smiled indulgently as he

Silver Bazgles 


I noticed that while the 
wives pointed to the pittance 
of potato leaves and red chilis 
drying on their thatched 
roofs, they pointed with arms 
still festooneg with heavy 
silver bracelets and armlets. 
They also wore silver neck- 
laces and ear bangles. 

There even. was silver 
jewelry on the “Jarijan,” 
Mahatma Gandhi's “children 
of god’’ title for Untouchables 
who were both digging into 
the dirt and carrying it away 
on head baskets. 


When I admired the 
obviously new plastering of 
one. middle-class farmer's 
house witn_ its. relatively 
spacious, cemented courtyard, 
he replied: “Only the house is 
big. There is no grain inside. 


“Then why were he and. all 
the men following me staying 
in the village with no work to 
do?” - 

“We have relatives who still 
are working. And, if the time 
comes, we will take a loan 
from ‘thé government,” he 
told me. 

Although Haraibagh has a 
“Welcome, Rotary Inter- 
national” at the entrance to 
the town, it was explained 
that there are “‘jungle” areas 
not more than 15 miles away. 
In these villages, unreachable 
by road, both middle and low 
class villagers reportedly are 
too timid to make their way 
toward the town to seek either 
food, work or help. 


Slow Journey

Touring drought - stricken 
Bibar certainly drives home 
the picture of distress. It also 
brings up the question of why 
the Indian farmers haven't 
done more in years pdst- to 
anticipate this drought. 

After all, it. is common 
Indian folklore that there are 
seven years to the farm 
cycle: Two of bumper crops, 
two of good crops, two of 
drought and one of flood. 


Why is it then that the 
farmers, in good part, have 
sat back at nature’s mercy? 
Why haven't they grouped — 
together more often just to* 
dig a “kutcha” weil to 
preserve the rain which does 
fall? Why have so many of 
them contented themselves 
with growing just one rice 
crop a year and sat back for 
the rest of the time?

Malthus propounded the 
shocking theory that famine, 
malnutrition and war are the 
natural checks to man’s pro- 
pensity to multiply. Until the 
railroad came to India in the 
1850s no one thought twice 
about drought-induced famines 
which were bound to hit at 
least . one section of the 
country or another every 
year. There was no means to 
move food about to the 
‘starving anyway. 

Now, more than—100 years - 
after. event of the Indian 
railroad, people do care. They 
care in foreign lands of plenty 
whiere food is being rushed to 
India’s help. And they care in 
India’$ capital of New Delhi 
where considerable efforts 
have been and_are being 
made. “ 

But they care outside pos- 
sibly more than in Bihar’s 
capital of Patna where not 
one but three kinds of Indian 
bread are served at the 
Republic Hotel's dinner table 


and apology is made that - 


there is no rice as well: 
“Unfortunately, it is a riceless 
day.” 


No Group Help | 


And on thé ground, in the 
drought-stricken areas them- 
selves, ‘there is almost an 
absence of group help. The 
volunteers who do come in 
certainly are not the students 
who hold , protest demonstra- 
tions over their country going 
to the dogs. And within the 
bosom of the village-it seems 
to be a family-by-family 
struggle, rather than any 
mutual co-operation. 
~There seems to be an 
abdication to fatalism, to 
inevitability, an abdication 
which a visiting . Westerner 
finds it very difficult. to 
appreciate. 

In her book “‘Blossoms_in_ 
the _Dust,"*—the “New Delhi 
authoress Kusum Nair has a 
very telling passage: 

“In a situation of limited - 
and static aspirations, if a 
man should feel that his 
requirements. are just two 
bags of paddy rice per year, 
he works for two bags but not_ 
for more. If he looks up to. the 
stars, it is only to worship 
them, not to. pluck them.” 


Universit 
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igs Must Not 


Be ‘Victims’ of Society 


As a symbol, the University 


of California at’ Berkeley 
comes off a bit more_richly 
than the reality. 

It is not true. that the 


_ majority of students there live 


only for protest, sex and LSD; 
in fact, the fraternity and 
sorority system, bastions of 
Rotarian prepmanship; grows 
larger, not smaller. 

It is not true that Mario 
Savie is a typical ex-student 
or that Bettina Aptheker is 
Miss Average Berkeley Coed; 
in fact, most of the students 
come from solid middle-class 


backgrounds and will, soon 
enough, be pursuing solid 
middle-class careers. 

S 
It is not true that. the 


faculty at Berkeley has no 


—contact with the students; in 
fact, while there- is indeed too— 


little contact, there is prob- 
ably as much at Berkeley as 
at any other university of 
comparable size in the U.S. 

But symbols are sometimes 
more important than reality, 
especially where ‘the direction 
of student life and education 
is concerned, 

When 814 protesters were 
arrested at Berkeley in 1964, 
many commentators spent 
many thousands . of words 
trying to puzzle out the 
meaning of it all. 

No: consensus on all the 
issues was reached, but there 
was a fair amount on at least 
some of them: students are

becoming increasingly resist- 
ant to the large, impersonal 
“multiversity’’; students are 
coming to—believe they have 
the right to some participation 
in educational decisions which 
directly affect them; faculty, 
students and administrators 
are all- willing to admit that 
some degree of political activ- 
ism on campus is healthy for 
the educational process. 

The 1966 protest and strike 
is-a. different matter... the 
strike this time around did not 
have a wide basé of support 

. the administration: took a 
tough line against student and 
faculty supporters. After the 
faculty and the official stu- 
dent organization Voted 
against the strike, all was up. 

. : 

In contrast ‘with 1964, then, 
it- was the administration 
which came’ out on top, And 
with the advent of a far less 
sympathetic board of regénts, 
with shouts and screams from 
Mr. Reagan, Max Rafferty 
and others, and with a 
deflated group of student (and 
non-student) leaders, it is 
likely that. the administration 
will stay on top. 

That may be a great loss. 


True, the staging of mass 


protests and student strikes is 


highly: disruptive of academle 
life 

True, the rights of non- 
students to make demands of 
an institution of which they 
are not a part is dubious 
’ True, those most vocal and 
active in pressing attacks: on 
the administration at Berk- 
eley~ ar a minority and 
probably not representative of 
total student opinion. : 

But these objections miss 
the main point, That point is 
-the-future of higher education. 

s . 

What the protesters ‘see 
clearly—enough is that the 
university (any university) 
cannot allow itself to ‘be 
victimized by society even 
the society which supports it 
with tax money. In the case 
of Berkeley, the university 
was being victimized by the 
pressures of a society intent 
upon feeding passive gradu- 
ates into the consuming jaws 
ok Shs teduntel 4 
behemoth which dominates 
American life. ' 

It was being victimized by a 
public opinion which, while; 
objecting to the academic 
“ivory tower’ on the one 
hand, actually prefers it that 
way on the other:

The® debate. was triggered 
recently by The Times whose 
defence correspondent argued - 
that while there is in fact a 
great deal of Anglo-American 
co-operation, it does not 
spring “from an exclusive or

Inflated Claims - 


“The most inflated claims 
about the Anglo-American 
partnership come from Lon- 
don, but are normally phrased 
.in a.way which avoids the 
admission that it can only be 
a partnership. of unequals,” 
the argument continued. 

The theme was taken up in 
a later assessment by The 
Times Washington cor- 
respondent, with the warning 
“1966 may well be 
remembered as the year when 
the Anglo-American special 
relationship ceased to have 
much meaning for either 
country, expecially, for. the 
United States which for many 
years has attached little im- 
portance to it.” . 

For the United States, there 
would. appear to be small 
strategic reason for its survi- 
val, apart from (Britain's 
base in) Singapore, it said. 
No Troops 

Britain has refused to cém- 
mit troops in Vietnam and the 
reasons given are hardly 
persuasive for Americans, 
The Times said.

If you have children in the 
house, you are undoubtedly 
careful about not leaving 
tablets and other drugs in 
easily accessible. locations. 
The same precautions also 
apply to protect your pets — 
only more so. A curious dog, 
especially a big one, can 
easily knock drugs off-a sill or 
eounter, And a high-climbing 
cat may knock down (and 
probably break) a medicine 
bottle’ from.’ practically any 
open shelf. (Monkeys can do 
even better. — or worse), 

Many times a curious pet 
will sample, or even eagerly 
devour, drugs with a flavor 
that they would absolutely 
refuse in anything offered as 

food. For example, dogs with 
presumably’ sophisticated 
palates have been known to 
gulp down enough (plain) as- 
piring tablets to cause fatal 
poisoning. (This is - usually 
done in the spirit of getting 
away with something, but all 
too often, the result is tragic.) 
The obvious moral, then, is to 
put potentially: dangerous 
drugs where the most dex- 
trous, or clumsy, pet can’t get 
to them. :

followed later by an. adult 
distemper vaecine.

The 
pup lucky enough to reach 
four or five months of age 
without any protection might 
need only a single adult 
distemper vaccine to establish 
a good immunity. Vaccine for 
infectious canine hepatitis 
may be given separately or 
combined with the adult types 
od distemper vaccine, Injec- 
tion for leptospirosis must 
also be considered in most 
areas; these are combined 
with the later virus vaccines 
or given separately, 

Then at around six months 
of age, rables vaccine is 
usually givens. This generally | 
completes the immunization 
‘schedule except for yearly 
boosters, though a six-month 
leptospirosis booster is occa- 
sionally indicated in areas 
where this disease is a serious 
problem. It can be seen there 
are’ many, different ways of 
achieving immunity to these 
diseases. The approach 
(number and type of injec- 
tions given) depends upon the 
pup’s age, possible exposure 
and general condition,

The world of astronomers finally accepted the work of Galileo| A 
and gave him the credit he deserved. He is still recognized as the|C 


first scientist to view the heavens through a telescope and the 
first to discover many objects beyond the range of human vision. 
However, Simon Marius of Germany claimed that he also used a 
telescope in 1610. In fact, he later claimed that he saw the four 
moons of Jupiter on January 8, the night after Galileo saw them. 
What's more, he named them Io, Europa, Ganymede and Callisto. 

Many astronomers doubted this claim of Marius and for a long 
time refused to use the names he had given to Jupiter's four 
brightest moons. Nowadays, however, some astronomers accept 
his story and use the four names he borrowed from ancient 
mythology. Later telescopes revealed eight more Jovian satellites 
and they were named with numbers in order of their discovery. 
Some astronomers still number Galileo's four mooons in order of 
their distances from Jupiter. 


Discovered New Moon 


Io and Europa are about the same size as our moon and less| 
than half a'million miles from the planet. Ganymede and Callisto| 
are 50 per cent bigger than our moon or about the size of the| 
small planet Mercury. No other satellite in the Soiar System can 
compare with them in size. In 1892, a little moon was found much | 
closer to the big planet and named Jupiter V. | 

Jupiter VI and Jupiter VII were discovered in 1905 and, one by| 
one, the list has now grown to 12. The two outside satellites are 
Jupiter VIII and Jupiter IX. Both of them are more than 14 
million miles from giant Jupiter and both take more than two 
earth-years tu complete their lunar orbits. Jupiter XII, the last to 
be discovered, orbits between Jupiter VII and Jupiter XT. 

The four Jovian moons observed by Galileo are whoppers and if 
you have even a small telescope you can spot them and track 
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smallest known moons in-the Solar System. They can be spotted 
only on telescopic photo plates and their sizes are hard to 
measure. Several] of them scem to be only 10 to 15 miles wide. 
Jupiter V, the biggest of the eight, is estimated to havea 

diameter of no more than 100 miles. :
